HARRISON’S  YEUiOW — Semi-double,  moderately  fragrant  flow¬ 
ers  of  bright  yellow. 

RUBRIFOEIA  (Red-leaf  Rose) — Bright  pink,  starry  flowers;  red 
foliage. 

SETIGERA  (Prairie  Rose) — Large  bright  pink  flowers,  big  clus¬ 
ters.  Blooms  late.

These  notes  about  vines  may  help  you  in  making  your  selections: 

The  vines  which  cling  to  brick 
and  masonry  have  little  growths 
along  their  stems  which  become 
fastened  to  the  wall.  Such  vines 
as  Boston  Ivy  and  Engelmann 
Ivy  belong  to  this  group.  Other 
types  of  vines  grown  against  walls 
must  have  artificial  support. 

Many  vines  have  a  particular 
value  in  their  flowers,  such  as 
climbing  roses  (see  page  15). 
Bignonia  Radicans  and  purple  or 
white  clematis.  These  are  adapt¬ 
able  to  lattice  and  trellis. 


Vines  with  a  climbing  habit  and 
heavy  foliage  have  their  place  in 
screening  and  completely  covering 
large  spaces.  The  Polygonum 
auberti,  Bittersweet  and  Honey¬ 
suckles  are  examples.  They  make 
excellent  coverings  for  pergolas. 


Grape  vines  are  suitable  for  ar¬ 
bors  and  fences.  You  will  find 
Ampelopsis  Veitchi  them  listed  on  page  31.

Since  that  time, 
selection,  hybridization  and  propa¬ 
gation  have  produced  hundreds  of 
new  varieties,  more  lovely  in  color 
and  delightful  in  fragrance  than 
the  Empress  ever  dreamed  they  could 
be.  The  roses  of  today  are  the 
most  gorgeous  the  world  has  ever 
known  and,  happily,  within  the 
reach  of  everyone. 

Rose  planting  and  care:  Dormant 
roses  should  be  planted  in  the 
spring.  We  keep  them  in  our  moist 
storage  cellar  so  that  they  do  not 
leaf  out,  but  are  kept  fresh  and  full 
of  life. 

A  rose  likes  well-drained,  rich 
soil,  and  needs  plenty  of  food  to 
produce  its  flowers.  Plant  your 
roses  where  the  soil  is  not  very 
sandy,  about  2  inches  deeper  than 
they  were  in  the  nursery.

The  soil  should  be  enriched  with  fertilizer  during  the  spring  and 
summer  to  secure  an  abundance  of  blooms. 


Because  success  in  growing  roses  is  largely  a  question  of  planting 
the  varieties  which  are  well  adapted  to  local  climatic  conditions,  we 
have  for  sale  only  those  varieties  which  we  know  to  be  hardy.  How¬ 
ever,  in  Colorado  and  the  nearby  states,  bush  roses  need  winter 
protection,  so  we  suggest  that  you  mound  up  about  6  inches  of 
soil  around  each  plant  and  cover  with  leaves  in  the  fall.

UNLIKE  other  kinds  of  trees 
and  shrubs,  evergreens  must 
be  dug  with  a  large  ball  of 
earth  or  they  will  not  survive ; 
in  other  words,  they  must  be 
moved  in  the  soil  they  grew  in. 


To  correctly  dig  an  evergreen  with 
a  ball  of  earth  takes  both  time  and 
skill.  The  ball  must  be  made  large 
so  as  not  to  cut  off  the  feeding  roots 
and  care  must  be  taken  not  to  crack 
it  or  loosen  the  soil.  After  digging, 
this  ball  of  dirt  is  securely  wrapped 
in  burlap  to  keep  in  the  moisture  and 
hold  the  soil  intact. 


When  evergreens  are  dug  and  plant¬ 
ed  scientifically  and  given  proper  af¬ 
ter-care,  there  is  very  little  chance  of 
loss. 


In  choosing  evergreens  for  founda¬ 
tion  planting,  it  is  best  to  use  med¬ 
ium  and  dwarf  growers  for  perman- 
ept  effects.  Plant  the  taller  varieties 
at  the  corners,  at  points  in  the  foun¬ 
dation  where  there  are  no  windows, 
and  on  each  side  of  the  entrance 
plant  dwarf  growers  under  low  win¬ 
dows  or  wherever  low  plantings  are 
desired. 


Between  groups  of  evergreens,  flow¬ 
ering  shrubs  may  be  planted  to  add 
variety  and  color.
